As  usual,  it  is  the  cumulative  effect  of  the  work  of  all  departments

The  housing  needs  of  the  area  is  met  to  a  great  degree  by  private 
enterprise.  A  scheme  for  the  erection  of  thirty  one-bedroom  bungalows 
and  flats  for  the  aged  is  waiting  ministerial  approval. 

Water  Supply 

The  Scarborough  Water  Undertaking  supply  the  entire  district  apart 
from  some  outlying  farm  dwellings. 

Water  mains  have  been  provided  to  meet  the  requirements  of  some  farms 
in  the  more  rural  part  of  the  District.  There  still  remains,  however, 
eight  premises  sited  at  the  perimeter  of  the  district  provided  by  private 
supply.  The  rest  of  the  Urban  District  is  served  by  mains  piped  supply 
and  no  instances  of  stand  pipe  supply  was  necessary. 

During  the  fiscal  period  97  samples  of  water  were  forwarded  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  for  the  purposes  of  bacteriological  examination, 
all  of  which  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 

Four  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  chemical  analysis. 

The  water  supply  proved  adequate  and  satisfactory  both  in  quality 
and  quantity. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  water  supply  contains  both  temporary 
and  permanent  hardness,  no  plumbo-solvent  action  has  been  evident.

Moveable  Dwellings 

There  is  only  one  licensed  caravan  site  within  the  district,  i.e. 
Pickerings,  High  Mill  Farm,  occupied  only  during  the  summer -period. 

Under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Acts,  a  site  for  one  caravan  has 
been  re-approved  for  a  limited  period. 

Beacon  Cottage  Farm  again  accommodated  Youth  Organisations  for  the 
siting  of  a  tented  camp  for  a  period  of  two  weeks. 

Fourteen  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  period  under  review 
and  no  items  were  discovered  which  constituted  a  contravention.

Refuse  Collection 

The  urban  area  continues  to  develop  as  a  residential  district  and  it 
was  found  necessary  to  order  a  new  vehicle.  Delivery  has  been  promised 
for  the  early  part  of  1967. 

Existing  facilities  have  adequately  served  the  district  and  a  weekly 
collection  has  been  maintained  throughout  the  year  with  exception  of 
outlying  farm  premises  which  have  been  accommodated  by  a  fortnightly  collection. 
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During  the  summer  period  private  hotels  and  shops  have  enjoyed 
a  more  frequent  collection  and  where  applicable,  have  been  dealt  with  as 
a  rechargeable  item  insofar  as  it  relates  to  extra  visits  involved.  This 
included  some  instances  of  trade  refuse. 

Refuse  lip,  lumiston  Road 

The  additional  land  previously  allocated  has  been  included  in 
the  existing  tipping  space. 

Salvage  Collection 

A  separate  collection  where  possible  is  accommodated  by  a  trailer 
augmented  by  sacks  fixed  to  the  rear  of  the  vehicle  during  ordinary  refuse 
collection.

100  inspections  were  carried  out  (excluding  housing  inspection) 
and  24  nuisances  were  discovered  and  abated  by  informal  action. 

Offensive  Trades 

There  are  no  businesses  carried  on  as  'offensive  trades'  registered 
in  the  Urban  District. 

Glean  Air  Act 

.'e  are  fortunate  in  this  area  in  as  much  as  it  lias  been  found 
unnecessary  to  declare  any  part  of  it  as  a  ’smokeless  zone'  and  no  complaints 
were  received  during  the  past  year  of  atmospheric  pollution.

44  inspections  were  carried  out  and  no  unsatisfactory  conditions 

found. 

Rodent  Control 

Two  part  time  rodent  operatives  carry  out  our  obligation  in  respect 
to  treatment  and  destruction  of  rodents.  All  work  is  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  recommendations. 

Treatment  during  1 966  resulted  in  an  estimated  kill  of  757  and 
the  recovery  of  505  rat  bodies. 

There  still  remains  no  evidence  of  warfarin  resistance  in  the 
rodent  population  where  infesting  the  area.  Our  stock  supply  of  antu  was 
returned  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  &  Food  in  accordance  with 
their  circular  advising  discontinuance  of  the  use  of  this  poison. 

Workable  Area  Committee  The  committee  which  constitutes  the 
inclusiong  of  neighbouring  Local  Authorities  together  with  officials  of  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  <h  Food,  met  on  two  occasions  during  the 
year  when  useful  information  in  the  form  of  lectures  and  films  were  given 
by  the  officers  concerned.  I  again  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for 
their  co-operation  and  help. 

Sewer  Manholes  Test  baiting  of  1 Cf  sewer  manholes  was  carried  out 
and  no  infestation  was  evident. 
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Milk  Supplies  Milk  licences  are  issued  by  the  North  Riding  County 
Council  who  are  the  appropriate  authority  within  the  district.

Meat  Inspection  As  in  previous  years,  10CI  meat  inspection  was 
maintained,  necessitating  352  visits  when  2,225  animals  and  carcases  were 
inspected  resulting  in  the  voluntary  surrender  of  3  cwts  1  qr.  6  lbs.  of 
meat  and  offal. 

Slaughterhouses  There  still  remains  three  licensed  private 
slaughterhouses  within  the  district.  Three  unsatisfactory  conditions  were 
found  and  remedied  after  informal  action.  No  contraventions  were  evident 
under  the  Slaughter  of  Animal  Acts. 

Farms  Within  the  urban  district,  twenty  farms  are  sited,  75c 
of  which  are  milk  producers. 

Housing  Acts  1957-54- 

45  houses  were  inspected  and  150  visits  carried  out  necessitating 
one  house  capable  of  repair  being  dealt  with  by  the  assistance  of  Improvement 
Grant . 

Mortuary 


The  Urban  District  Council  provide  one  mortuary  sited  within  the 
Council  Depot,  Moor  Lane,  Newby,  and  utilised  for  sudden  death  and  road 
accidents  within  the  Coroner's  area.  Within  the  year  under  review ,  12  cases 
were  dealt  with. 

No  facilities  are  available  for  post  mortem  examinations.

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Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Schemes,  .commenced  during  year;  Private  sewers  have  been  laid 
to  serve  housing  development  by  F.  Shepherd  &  Son  Limited  (Scalby  Hall  Park) 
and JL,  H.  Thompson  (Builders)  Ltd.  (Moor  Lane),  -here  practicable  separate 
surface  water  drainage  systems  have  been  provided. 


Schemes  completed  during  year:  The  Orchard,  Newby,  (Oldfield  & 

Leighton  Limited) 

Apart  from  outlying-  districts  i.e.  farm  properties,  the  urban 
area  is  adequately  provided  for  in  this  connection.  The  growth  of  the 
district  is  of  modem  origin  and  provided  with  gravitational  sea  outfall. 

A  physical  survey  of  the  area  has  revealed  that  68  houses  and 
farms  are  not  connected  to  the  public  sewer.
